Sh e failed of h er purpose,, 
h owever, as h er zeal caused h er to ov­ 
erdo th e work, aud th e large dose of 
th e different poisons taken worked to­ 
geth er to save h er life instead of de­ 
stroying it tyy causing h er to vomit 
copiously. 
Tl» is 
action, supplemen­ 
ted by th e work of Dr. McOrav, of 
M orristown, wh o was h urriedly called 
to attend h er, soon brough t th e un­ 
h appy woman h ack to a realization of 
h er condition. 
Her 
knowledge 
of 
th e state of 
affairs, h owever, h as not lossenod h er 
determ ination to destroy h erself, and 
site still insisted in 
th e afternoon 
wh en sh e was able to talk again th at 
sh e would kill h erself at th e first 
opportunity. 
Her action is but one of a 
Ro ries of 
attem pts to end h er life, as sh e is in­ 
sane on th is 
one proposition. 
Sh e 
imagines th at h er tim e on earth lias 
expired, and th at it is God’s will th at 
sh e sh all 
destroy h erself. 
On th is 
th eory Sh e was declared insane a week 
ago by a sanity commission comjiosed 
of Dr. McOray and Dr. Frank Bass, 
sitting in th e court of ’Squire K en­ 
nedy at Gwynneville, h ut owing to 
| delay at th e county clerk's office in 
] Sh elbyville, no action h ad vet been 
taken in h er case so far as sending h er 
to th e asylum is concerned. 
At th e tim e sh e was declared insane, 
Mi*« Davis boasted th at sh e would de­ 
stroy h erself before being taken to 
th e asylum, h ut sh e lias been so closely 
watch ed of late th at Monday was th e 
first tim e site h ad th e means with 
wh ich to make th e attem pt. 
Miss Davis is about 35 years of age, 
and sh e h as always lived w ith h er 
moth er, a widow, wh o resides south ­ 
east of Gwynneville, on th e liush - 
Bh olby county line. 
Mrs. Jam es Kamsv, a sister of th e 
would-be suicide, lives a h alf mile 
west of th e Davis 
h ome. 
Monday 
m orning wh ile Mrs. Kamsay was cal­ 
ling on h er m oth er th e sister glipjted 
way from th e h ome unnoticed and 
h urried to th e Ramsay h ome, wh ere 
sh e stole some carbolic acid and Paris 
green. 
Sh e 
deliberately mixed th e 
green powder in th e acid ami swallow 
od a h uge dose of it and th en h urried 
down th e road toward th eir own h ome 
in time to meet th e sister ami aged 
moth er, wh o, alarmed h v h er absence, 
h ad started outfto h unt h er. 
Th e insane woman met th em with 
sh outs of victory wildly flinging h er 
arm s and announcing to th em w h at 
sh e h ad done. 
Her sh oots later gave 
way to agonized moans and groans, 
and sh e finally fell death ly sick in th e 
road near h er h ome into wh ich sh e 
was dragged by h er moth er and sister, 
wh o called th e doctor as quickly as 
possible.

Maurice Murph y, aged 7 5, wh o ro­ 
sined in Rush vilie about tw enty years 
ago, died early th is m orning at R ich ­ 
mond.

state issues will lie 
p aramount to 
ev erything else so far as the Rep ubli 
cans are concerned. 
Believ ing that 
it will be easier to interest the masses 
in local affairs than in the tariff, they 
will leav e discussion of the latter to 
the congressional candidates and the 
Democrats. 
The Democratic leaders 
declare that there has been a great 
awak ening of interest in the tariff 
q uestion in this state. 
Particularly 
is this true in the cities and towns 
they say. 
One of them said today 
that among the laboring classes in 
the cities there is a fertile field for 
tariff talk , as a majority of the labor­ 
ers feel that they are not getting a 
"sq uare deal."

w ater and electric light p lant q uit 
work , but these are more than offset 
by the defections in St. Petersburg. 
An enthusiastic accep tance to the or­ 
der 
to strik e ia nowhere recorded. 
Ev en in the Donetz mining district, 
where p ractically ali the miners were 
already out. the factory hands de­ 
clined to strik e. 
It is ev ident that the gov ernment 
has p ractically succeeded in crushing 
the organization of the strik e leaders 
here. 
The centrdl committee of the 
Social Democrats was cap tured and 
p laced in p rison and the greatest con­ 
fusion p rev ails in the rev olutionary 
camp . 
The rev olution 
may p ossibly yet 
be sav ed by the railroad men, but the 
central committees of the railroad men 
hav e not y:H reached a final decision 
and up to the p resent time, in sp ite 
of the frantic efforts of the agitators, 
not a single imp ortant line of the em­ 
p ire is affected. 
Fifteen thousand 
emp loyes of the gov ernment p owder 
mills struck , but this was counter­ 
balanced by the return of the men of 
the Westinghouse and other factories, 
w'ho resumed work today. 
The p rinters of St. Petersburg, in­ 
stead of abandoning the strik e entire­ 
ly, hav e decided to p rint only one Lib­ 
eral new'sp ap er a day.

really p lays into the hands of the gov ­ 
ernment. as the Nov oe Vremya and 
the Sv et, the two conserv ativ e jour­ 
nals. are wealthy enough to defy the 
union and resume p ublication tomor­ 
row in unabridged form. 
The com­ 
p ositors on the Official Messenger join­ 
ed the strik ers, hut they were at once 
rep laced by military p rinters. 
The organizers of the strik e are in 
desp air ov er the p rosp ects of failure.

but the majority is waiting in the last 
hop e for some action on the p art of 
the railroad men. 
Excep t for the disp ersal of sev eral 
minor gatherings by Cossack s and 
mounted p olice.
